Conferences of Reserva-

With Confidence. 


Washington, 
Sept. 
12.—William C. 
Bullitt' of Philadelphia, formerly at- 
tached to the American peace mission, 
testified before the senate foreign rela- 
tion's committee today that Secretary 
Lansing told him in Paris last May that 
if "the senate and the American people 
knew what the treaty meant, it would 
be defeated." 


"Mr. Lansing told me the day I re- 
signed," the witness said, "that he was 
opposed to that part of th eleague cov- 
enant relating to a mandate for Ar- 
menia. He said he considered the Shan- 
tung award and the League of Nations 
bad, that the league would be entirely 
useiess; that the nations had arranged 
the world to suit themselves and that 
England and France got what they 
wanted. 


"After saying he believed the senate 


would defeat the treaty if it realized its 
meaning. Mr. Lansing expressed the 
opinion that Senator Knox really would 
understand the treaty, that Mr. Lodge 
would, but. that Mr. Lodge's position 
would become purely political." 
Committee' senators burst into a round 


of laughter and Bullitt said he begged 
to be excused from reading- any more 
from the memorandum of his conversa- 
tions. 


Washington, Sept. 12.—President Wil- 
son :s original proposition of the Leagut 
of Nations, written by his own typewrit- 
er was filed with the senate foreign re- 
lations committee today by Wm. C. Bul- 
3itt, of Philadelphia, formerly attached 
to the Amreican peace mission at Paris. 
The copy was presented to Bullitt by 


Colonel E. M. House and bore the in- 
scription by the latter: "In appreciation 
of your help in the hour of need." 
In answer to a question by Senator 
Knox, Bullitt said that in its-final form 
the only proposal by the president that 
remained intact was Article 10. 
Senator Knox wanted to know if there 
was not a feeling if dissatisfaction at 
Paris in the way in which the American 
delegation's work was handled. 
"There was little contact between the 
top of the delegation and the experts," 
Eullitt replied. 


• Mr. Bullitt is said to have returned 
to Paris bringing overtures of peace 
from the Lenine-Trotzky regime during 
the time the peace conference was in 
session. As the peace treaty is to get 
before the senate would have to be 
brought in debate by individual senators. 


Conferences between the "mild" and 
"drastic" reservationists were resumed 
today with renewed confidence following- 
the report that Democrat senators had 
given assurance that modification of the 
Lodge reservations would secure con- 
siderable Democratic support. 
It was 
said praticable agreement already had 
been reached but an announcement of 
the basis of the compromise would not 
be announced until after consideration 
of the treaty had been started. 
Senator Lodge's request that the sen- 
ate remain on the job until the treaty is 
disposed of, it was indicated would be 
generally complied with although it 
might affect the plans of some who had 
intended- taking the stump to reply to 
the arguments of President Wilson for 
immediate and unreserved ratification.

No meeting of 
the supreme council was held today, the 
departure of A. J. Balfpur, British sec- 
retary of state for foreign affairs being 
apparently 
responsible, 
neither Vis- 
count Milner, or Andrew Bonar Law 
having accepted the responsibility of 
heading the British delegation.

Making his only address in the home 
state of Senator Borah, one of the bit- 
terest - opponents of the 
treaty, 
the 


President spoke in a big tent. It Was 
not filled. 
D. W. Davis, governor of 
Idaho, introduced Jlr. Wilson while the 
crowd stood and cheered. 


While he could understand why men 
might differ as to details of the treaty, 
Mr. Wilson said, he was "amazed" that 
some men wanted to reject it altogeth- 
er. It was America who saved 
the 


world he declared, and now it was pro- 
posed in some quarters to "desert the 
world." 


The forthcoming treaty with Austria, 
said the President, would be drawn 
'along exactly the same'lines" as that 
with Germany and would be another 
step in the effort to prevent another 
attempt at conquest. He asserted that 
the field for future conquest lay direct- 
ly to the east of Germany and 
that 
Germany already was negotiating with 
the Bolshevik government of Russia in 
the hope of finding soil there for in- 
dustrial and political intrigue. 
It was 
the peace treaty with its League of Na- 
tions covenant, 
he 
asserted, 
which 
alone could prevent the success of such 
a plan.' 


"Germany -wants us to stay out of 
this treaty," said the President. 
Not 
under the delusion that we would seek 
Lo aid her, but with the knowledge that 
the guarantees would not be sufficient 
without • America. 
She wants to see 
America alienated from the great pow- 
ers from which she h'ffrself has been 
alienated. 
"The 
pro-German propaganda 
has 
started up in ' this country confident 
with the opposition to the adoption of 
this treaty. 


"Are we going to prove the enemy of 
the rest of the world just when we 
iiave been its savior? The thing is in- 
tolerable. It is impossible." 
Mr. Wilson said if the west really be- 
ieved in progressivism and purifica- 
;ion of political affairs, then it must be 
in favor of the peace treaty so it could 
be accomplished. 
Referring again to the Boston police 
strike, Mr. Wilson said the strike was 
"an intolerable crime against civiliza- 
tion." 
"If that spirit is going to prevail 
where are your programs?" he asked. 
"How can you carry a program out 
where every man is looking out for his 
own selfish interest?" He declared there 
would be no reform for a generation 
unless there came a settled order such 
as could be attained only by the treaty.

this week. The plant is expected to 
cost $250,000. 
Safety Director Wilson, Taylor Kuss- 


maul and City Auditor Dodd were in 
Columbus yesterday visiting the state 
board of health, but that body an- 
nounced no decision. 
City Solicitor H. 


C. Ashcraft, as legal representative of 
the city accompanied them. 
The movement for the purification 


plant is said to have grown out of the 
complaint made by the local board of 
health and .the health officer. 
It is 


claimed that health 
board sent a 


complaint and a sample of water to Co- 
lumbus 
following 
its 
meeting 
last 


month, but yesterday the state board 
said the analysis had not been com- 
pleted. 
The resolution adopting the proposed 
plans of Bradbury & Barour was adopt- 
ed by a live to four vote at a special 
meeting of council Monday night, but 
the mayor has not signed the resolution 
and stated he would not do so. The 
vote in council was Ashbrook (D), Baker 
(D), Faust (D), and Bazler (R), against 
the resolution, and Knauber, Keyes, 
Riggs, Newkirk and -Redman, Republi- 
cans, for its adoption. 
The personnel of the board of health 
as'it now stands is three Republicans 
and two Democrats. 


"Mayor Atherton this morning stated 
that a letter was presented from the 
local board of health, signed by the 
clerk of the board, condemning the 
water supply of Newark to Taylor Kuss- 
maul, superintendent of waterworks. 
The mayor, although by his official po- 
sition is president of the board did not 
act on the matter. 


The mayor in a statement issued to 


day said: 
"This administration would like very 


much to have a filtration- plant, and I 
believe that Newark should have bet- 
ter water than we -now have, but owing 
to the condition of the country and to 
the financial standing of the city at the 
present tijne, being near the "limit of 
bonded indebtedness allowed by law, I 
feel that any further exepditurc of 
money along this line should be curbed. 
"I might say that people have asked 
me concerning the meaning of the pro- 
posed filtration plant, and what part I 
had in instigating the proposed plant. 
I will say that nothing- initial, except the 
approving of the plans whicli was done 
by council, yeas 5, 'nays 4, Ijas been 
done. I have had no thought of asking 
the people for any additional outlay 
for something for which we have no 
need for at the present time. Our situa- 
tion is not dangerous, we have had (he 
same conditions for about 10 years, and 
if our local board of health will get ac- 
tive regarding the means to prevent ty- 
phoid, I see no urgent reason for the 
proposed filtration plant until such a 
time as conditions warrant. 


"The state board of health admits that 
Newark is not in any more dangerous 
condition than it has been in the last 10 
years. 
"The chlorine system of purification is 


.admittedly a proper and safe purifica- 
tion, and Iho present movement and the 
report of Messrs. Barbour and Tiradbury 
do not in any way contemplate the dis- 
continuance of the chlorine purification, 
but simply adds a mechanical filtration 
or purification along with the chlorine. 
This in ilsclf calls for the expenditure 
of $224,000, either to, be sanctioned by 
tho people or passed'by council as an 
emergency proposition' which is in my-

Colonel James D. Bell served nearly 


throe years and nine months in the 
Civil war, having enlisted for three 
years on October 1, 1861, in Troop B, 
First New York mounted rifles, and re-' 
enlisted as a veteran volunteer at York- 
town, Va., February 1, 1864. He was, 
wounded at Zuni Bridge, Va.

He enlisted 
at the age of 1C and is now in his 74th 
year, having been born in New York 
City in September, 1845.

present serving as United States district 
attorney for the eastern district-of New 
York, under a temporary appointment.

WOULD DESTROY TREATY. 


(Cleveland Plain Dealer.) 


The report of the senate foreign rela- 
tions committee recommending- reser- 
vations and amendments tor the Ger- 
man treaty and League of Nations cov- 
enant has'been discounted. It contains 
no surprises. From the beginning ev- 
eryone knew the majority of the com- 
mittee would report against accepting 
the pact in the form submitted. It is 
equally certain that the report will have 
not the slightest influence either upon 
the senate or the country. 


Chairman Lodge and his committee 
colleagues protest against the "artifi- 
cial" demand for haste in acting upon 
the treaty, and tell the country that 
the other entente powers signatory of 
the agreement will accept America "up- 
on her own terms" as a member of the 
league, so well do these peoples recog- 
nize that without her there can be no 
league. 
The committee seems to be- 


lieve it a matter of slight difficulty to 
get thirty or forty nations to resub- 
scribe to a treaty rewritten at Washing- 
ton, after they spent an entire winter 
and spring putting it into its present 
form. 


And even if the entente nations were 


to agree as Mr. Lodge says they would, 
what of Germany? Supposing Germany 
were to refuse to accept the American- 
made pact how could the allies force 
her to accept it? 


What the foreign relations committee 
is proposing to do is to kill the treaty. 
The purpose is but superficially con- 
cealed. 
AVere 
its 
recommendations 


adopted by the senate, 
the 
President 


could do no less than reject the amend- 
ed compact and name a new commis- 
sion to negotiate a seperate peace with 
Germany. It would put an end to the 
talk of a League of Xations to preserve 
world peace. It would be the greatest 
error of judgment ever committed by 
the American government. 


Americans will not believe their sen- 
ators so blind to their country's needs, 
so out, of harmony with the currents 
of wori'd thought, as to subscribe to this 
Lodge program 
of 
destruction.

The 
anarchy of the French revolution pro- 
duced Napoleon Bonaparte, as first 
consul, and then as emperor. The revo- 
lution of 1S4S resulted in Napoleon III 
as hereditary emperor of the French 
by an almost unanimous vote in No- 
vember, 1S52. The third republic was a 
result of the Franco-Prussian war and 
the king of Prussia was proclaimed 
emperor of the Germans, September 4, 
1S70, and his coronation took place at 
Versailles January IS, 1871. The third 
French republic was saved from de- 
struction by the ability and activity of 
Louis Adolphe Thiers. Like Cavotir he 
carried his country safely through a 
great crisis.

But. if the hands'shov 
at any time a bad griming from house- 
hold work or carelessness in previous 
baths, they should be well rubbed with 
almond oil or vaseline and then smear- 
ed well with green soap and soaked for 
some minutes. 


All the wiping of the hands after the 


warm water and soap bath must be 
very complete, or else the dampness 
will cause chap, and if this scuttling of 
the cuticle is repeated it takes a long 
time to get the skin back to a soft, fine 
-rained look.

BRITAIN WATCHES 


DRY ERA HERE 


'America's Prohibition Ex- 


periment Attracts Atten- 
tions of English, Who 
May Face Same Condition 


London, Aug. 25.—(Correspondence of 


the Associated Press)—Unions are deep- 
ly interested 
in what is called the 


"American prohibition experiment," and 
every published statement concerning 
the situation and the attitude of the 
American public toward the new order 
is eagerly read. 


The latest addition to such contribu- 


tions is by the archdeacon of Warring- 
ton, Canon Howson, who has just re- 
turned Irom New York, and who un- 
qualifiedly endorsed the law. His im- 
pressions, concisely stated, are as fol- 
lows: 


"Prohibition has come to stay In the 


states. 
Those most opposed to it ac- 


cept the inevitable. 
Those who have 


paved the way for it are facing law en- 
forcement. 
A very large majority 
to 


judge by hearsay and eyesight, agree 
that it is the best thing for America. 
The threats of 'no beer, no work,' and 
'riot and revoluiton,' are empty vapor- 
ings, and the work of the states and 
cities is going on unimpaired. Smug- 
gling of liquor will go on for a time, 
but by January the government will 
have the situation well in hand. Pros- 
perity is the result. Instead of saloons 
at the corners of the streets, banks arc 
appearing. 
Happiness in the home, 


hitherto unknown, has appeared on 
every hand and children and young 
people are having their opportunity. 


"A dry America will be a terrific rival 


to countries which are wet," says the 
archdeacon. "All business men had bet- 
ter recognize this if they have not al- 
ready clone so. Dryness does not kill 
joy. I voyaged on a dry ship and a wet 
one, and the experience was illuminat- 
ing, I have realized the marvelous pow- 
er of whole-hearted enthusiastic organ- 
ization as never before. 


"America," 
added the 
archdeacon, 


"has no desire to thrust herself or her 
views on Great Britain. She has dis- 
covered a good thing. She only wants 
to te!l the good news and ii in any way 
she can help progress, she is there to 
render that help '' 


GERMANS FORM 


HOME GUARDS 


Military Units Are Changed 


So Allies Will Not Dis- 
solve Them Under Peace 
Terms. 


"With the American Forces in Ger- 


many, Aug. 26.—(Correspondence of the 
Associated Pi-ess)—The Wuerttemburg 
government recently reorganized all the 
so-called reserve sicherheits companies 
as home guards and the war ministry 
has turned them over to the minister of 
the interior. 
According- to information 


in the hands of American army officers 
this is in accordance with Noske's plan 
to demilitarize all homo guards units 
so that the allies will not dissolve these 
units under the terms of the peace 
treaty. 


Early this year many sicharheits com- 


panies were organized in "\Vuerttemburgr 
from remnants of old army units and 
have since been transferred into the 
reichswehr, or new army. Later many 
reserve companies were organized on 
lines different from elsewhere in Ger- 
many but on the same principle as the 
home guards or sinwohnerwahr. 


German soldiers who recently protest- 


ed Irom Mitau on the eastern front 
against failure of the Lettish govern- 
ment to provide them land for settle- 
ment, in accordance with vague prom- 
ises of such land to all German soldiers 
who would help to repel the Bolsheviki, 
have issued another statement declaring 
l hat they have been "shamefully deceiv- 
ed and reserve the right to take such 
further steps as may be decided upon." 


Bitter 
feeling- 
by 
the 
population 
against the new German army continues 
in various parts of Germany, trouble 
having been reported from time to time 
in towns and villages where troops were 
to be garrisoned. In most instances the 
civilians object to the presence of the 
soldiers on the ground that they eat too 
much food. 


An armored locomotive which is part 


of the equipment of some reichswehr or 
new army units, was sent from shop to 
shop in central Germany recently be- 
cause the workmen refused to repair it 
as they claimed it was a tool of 
"Nocke's bloodhounds." 
Men in the 
railroad shops at Goettingen and Cas- 
sel refused to work on the locofotive as 
well as employes in private machine 
shops in several parts of the country. 
The last the Americans heard of the 
armored engine it was on a sidetrack 
in Cassel while officers continued their 
search for workmen to make the neces- 
sary repairs.
